Conviction of Mrs. Car- 
son Follows Statement 
That Brown Was Ad- 
vaneing Upon Her. 


Marietta, Ga., November 19.— 
(Special.) — The jury in the case of 
Mrs. Winnie Lou Carson, on trial 
in superior court here on a charge 
of the murder of Thomas Brown, 
Jr., a boarder at her home, on the 
morning of October 4, this afternoon 
returned a verdict of involuntary 
manslaughter, which automatically 
carries with\it a two-year term in 
prison. 

Attorneys indicated that appeal will 
be taken. 

Trial Began Wednesday. 

The case began here Wednes- 
day morning. Mrs. Carson, taking the 
stand in her own defense, related 
to the jury that Brown had come into 
her home in a drunken condition on 
the Sunday morning as she was pre- 
paring breakfast, and threatened her 
life and as he drew back his arm as 
if to throw a rock at her she grabbed 
a pistol and fired one shot at Brown, 
from which he died almost instantly. 

Following Mrs. Carson’s statement, 
both state and defense rested and &r- 
guments in the case were concluded 
Thursday morning. 

Introduction of evidence following 
closely the selection of a jury Wednes- 
day morning, several witnesses being 
introduced both for the state and the 
defense. Emmaline Carson, daughter 
of the defendant, gave practically the 
same account of the killing as was 
given by her mother. 


It was testified by witnesses that 
after the lone shot was fired into his 
body, Brown walked from the kitchen 
of the Carson home and fell dead ia 
the yard. His father, who lives close 
by. was notified and he removed the 
body and had a warrant issued for 
Mrs. Carson. 

Mrs. Carson was indicted by the 
| Cobb county grand jury and ordered 
held without bond. 
| Brown, who was an ex-soldier, was 
emploved at a brick plant on the 
Chattahoochee river, and boarded at 
the Carson home, because it was close 
to his work, it was said. 

The jury was given the case today 
at 10:30 o’clock and reached a verdict 
six hours later.

Washington, November 19.—The 
order which would have cancelled all 
alcohol permits December 31 has been 
suddenly revoked by Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Andrews within

drews explained that the revocation

THE VIADUCT PLANS. 

At the conference between Presi- 
dent Cole, of the N., C. and St. L 
railroad, and other railroad. officials 
and engineers with city officials, all 
the major points at issue relating to 
the two viaducts were composed, 
leaving only a few minor details of 
purely an engineering nature to be 
adjusted. It was an enthusiastic, 
harmonious meeting, and ended with 
agreements that strengthened the 
original plans. 

The revised specifications provide 
for the elimination of the first pro- 
posal to lower the railroad tracks 
and also the Hunter street dip. They 
provide for ‘double-decked streets” 
on Wall and Alabama, in order to 
expedite traffic, and make Decatur 
and Hunter streets the north ‘and 
south entrances to the two viaducts. 

While the work toward satisfac-— 
tory understandings, and toward 
thoroughness in engineering details 
are being worked out, the people of 
Atlanta are becoming, more solidi- 
fied daily to the urgent necessity for 
these and other city developments 
and expansions that are so essential 
to meet the demands of Atlanta’s 
growth. The spirit that has always 
been manifest in Atlanta—that of 
progress, and a full measurement of 
support to every worthwhile under- 
taking—is sweeping Georgia as is 
illustrated by the enormous victories 
being recorded everywhere for road 
and school bonds.

THE AIR MAIL. 


The postmaster general's official 
call for bids for an air mail daily 
| Service . between lanta, Jackson-

ville at 11:40 a. m., and arrived at At- 
lanta at 3 p. m. The southbound 
planes will leave Atlanta at 7 a. m., 
Jacksonville at 10:25 a. m., Tampa at 
12:30 p. m., and arrive at Miami at 
3 p. m. An average flying speed of 
approximately 90 miles an hour over 
the 600-mile route is stipulated. 

In inviting bids the postmaster gen- 
eral included a stipulation as to the 
time of beginning service, a feature 
not ineluded in previous air mail con- 
tract invitations. The service between 
Jacksonville, Tampa aad Miami must 
be placed in operation not later than 
April 1 next, and the extension to 
Atlanta not later than June 1, next. 


The successful bidder may operate 
service over the entire route prior to 
those d@tes if he is prepared to do 
so. The contract will be limited to 
a four-year term. 

The air mail postage rate of ten 
cents an ounce will be charged and 


per cent of the revenue from air mail 
postage derived from letters carried. 


Postal officials believe the route 
will be one of the most profitable in 
the air mail service. They expect a 
large amount of intrastate business in 
Florida in addition to heavy mailiags 
from Florida points to northern cen- 
ters and from the large cities of the 
north to Florida.

Back in the fall of 1918, so the 
story goes, Tech High, the Tech 
freshmen and the Monroe Aggieg were 
involved in a sort of triangular. af- 
fair, spiced with intense rivalry. Tech 
High, it seems, annually trounced the 
Aggies, but the junior Yellow Jack- 
ets always pasted the Smithies. 

In the Monroe-Tech High game of 
this particular year, the Smithies won 
handily. About the only Aggie player 
who showed superior ability Was 
smothered by a stronger line and hard 
tackling. 

As the Monroe team, battered and 
worn, marched off in defeat several of 
the opposing spectators hurled taunt- 
ing remarks at the lone hero, who was 
stopped cold. 

That's all right,” shouted the prac- 
tically unknown red-headed young- 
ster as he mauled his first at them, 
„I'll play on a team next year that 
can liek you.” 

But it never came to pass. 

When Red Barron entered Georgia 
Tech in the fall of 1919 he did not 
make the freshman team. They put 
him on the varsity instead. 


His college career reads like a 
novel. Not only did he play on the 
varsity during his freshman year, be- 
fore the prevalent three-year rule was 
enforced, but during his second year 
he caused a sensation in the football 
world by playing with a broken jaw, 
during which/time all the food he Was 
able to consume was liquid. 

He was awarded just about all the

he was an all-southern football man 
and was once selected on the late 
Walter Camp’s second all-American 
team. He was captain of the football 
team during his senior year, captain 
of the baseball team, a three-letter 
man (barely missing a basketball let- 
ter), president of the senior class, 
president of the T club, president of 
the Y. M. C. A., president of the stu- 
dent cauncil and a member of every 
honorary society on the campus, in 
addition to being active in religious 
affairs and president of the Agoga 
Sunday school class. 

To show something of his win- 
ning personality and the esteem 
in which he was held, when he 
played the 49th and last football 
game of his life—against Auburn 
in 1922—Captain John Shirey, of 
Auburn, presented him a silver service 
in behalf of the Auburn team, a trib- 
ute never surpassed in college ath- 
letic circles. Coach Mike Donahue, 
then of Auburn, wept on his shoul- 
ders. 

That same night was also consider- 
ed important in the life of this young 
sorrel top, for it was then that he be- 
came the husband of Miss Alice Evans 
House.

A college football player who signs 
a contract to play professionally au- 
tomatically loses his amateur stand- 
ing. This was the ruling laid down 
today by Major John Griffith, 
western conference commissioner, rel- 
ative to reports that Harold “Red” 
Grange had agreed to play profession- 
al football after winding up his col- 
lege career in the IIlinois-Ohio State 
game Saturday. 

Majo Griffith said that the con- 
ference had no official rule on such 
an eventuality but asserted that the 
conference board of directors had or- 
dained that in the case of baseball a 
player who signed a professional con- 
tract automatically lost his amateur 
standing. He said this rule would 
apply to any other sport. 

e said he was positive that 
Grange had signed no contract to play 
professional football. He said he. had 
investigated reports to this effect be- 
fore he left the middle-west to come 
here to make a number of addresses. 

In case Grange has signed contracts 
for the use of his name commercially, 
Major Griffith said he could. make no 
ruling. The board of directors of the 
conference, he held, will have to de- 
cide whether such .action constitutes 
professionalism.

Football in Olden Times

FOOTBALL IN OLDEN TIMES. 


Quite a number of important foot- 
ball games will be played tomorrow, 
an@ the results will make some per- 
sons glad, others sad. To see a good 
game, however, is fun—no matter who 
wins, For my part, I enjoy playing 
baseball or tennis more than football;

Did you ever wonder when the 
game of football was first played? It 
was a good long time ago—the 
Greeks played a type of football more 
than 2, years since! The game 
a favorite sport at the city of Sparta. 
There was no regular number. of 
players, but the nién were divided 
into two equal groups. The ball was 
tossed up at midfield, and then there 
was a wild rush to kick it, knock it, 
or-earry it to the opposite ‘goal. 

After the Romans conquered 
Greece, they learned about this Greek 
game. In Rome at the time ja some- 
what similar game was played, and 
there was much dispute as to whi 
kind of fei —— Sanne a 
emperor gustus order a set o 
rules to be made for the game. A 
piece of writing which has come down 
to us from ancient Rome describes the 
game aud shows that it was played 
very much after the Greek fashion. 

The Roman soldiers who conquered 
Britain seem to have taught the 
game to the native Celts. At any 


rate, it was known in a form among 
the Celts. ~ 

In the year 1775, and Englishman 
wrote down this note: 

“After dinner, all the youth of the 
city go into the fields and play the 
famous game of football. The elders 
of the city, the fathers of the players, 
the right and wealthy, come to the 
fields on horseback to watch.“ 

Football playing annoyed several 
English kings. Edward the Second 
caused this law to be made: 

„Since there is great noise in the 
eity, caused by hustling over large 
footballs, we forbid such game to be 
played in the future on pain of pris- 
on. 

That law was not well obe =

His Excellency, Count Giuseppe Volpi, Minister of Finance of the Kingdom of Italy, authorizes the following 
statement in connection with this issue: 


BUDGET The Italian Government’s budget is balanced. Since 1922, the budgetary situation has been 
undergoing steady improvement, and in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1925, actual rev 
enues amounted to 20,456,000,000 lire, and expenditures to 20,247,000,000 lire, resulting in a surplus Of 
209,000,000 lire. The government’s budget for the current fiscal year (ending June 30, 1926), as passed 
by the Italian Parliament, shows an estimated surplus of over 177,000,000 lire, and includes estimated pay- 
ments on the inter- governmental debts. Receipts for the first three months of the current fiscal year, 
according to provisional returns, showed an excess af about 168,000,000 lire- over expenditures. 


PURPOSE OF The Italian Government has available resources and revenues sufficient for its current re- 
quirements, both domestic and foreign. It proposes, therefore, to devote none of the pro- 
ceeds of the present loan to ordinary expenditures but to hold the entire amount as a 
gold reserve available for currency stabilization purposes, leading to the final steps in the government's defi- 
nite fiscal and financial policy, of which a completely stabilized currency is a vital part. 


GOVERNMENT Since 1923, the Italian Government has made progress in funding its floating debt and in 
DEBT - reducing the outstanding amount of its total internal debt. On June 30, 1923, the total 
internal debt amounted to 95,544,000,000 lire; on June 30, 1925, it stood at 90,841.

It 
certainly calls for some imagination 
to picture the wild speculation that 
has been witnessed in the stock mar- 
ket and in real estate speculation in 
Florida and elsewhere as a mere sur- 
face’ bubble. As for the instalment 
payments situation, a meeting of au- 
bankers will be 
held here in New York tomorrow to 
discuss this situation and see if some 
plans cannot be at upon for lim- 
iting the size of the outstanding 
amount, together with the time cov- 
ered on such payments. As for Mr. 
Mitchell’s viewpoint*that these sur- 
face bubbles will blow up if bankers 
use ordinary caution, the facts are 
that the. bubbles would, not exist if 
our bankers had used ordinary cau- 
tion. He is probably right, however, 
in saying that ‘some stocks have not 
as yet realized their true values. 


Last March, when, after four 
months of a very active stock, mar- 
ket with prices advancing, a break oc- 
curred and the decline ran to 11 points. 
To cover this ground, however, the 
decline ran from March 3 to 
the 30th, these two dates showing up 
to that time the high and low average 
price for the year. Within less than 
n week the average price of 50 stocks 
has just broken 7.26 points, thus 
losing all of the ground gained in the 
rapid and wild advance that occurred 
after October 22. 

In the decline that has just oc- 
eurred industrials lost no less than 
13 1-2 points, which means that the 
rails included in the average price of 
50 stocks held strong.

At the low average price of Wed- 
nesday, twenty-five industrials stood 
at. 171.84. This compares with the 
1925 low for these stocks of 128.83.

eal director of the research depart- 
ment of the American Birth Control 
league, told members of the Fulton 
County Medical association at a 
meeting held Thursday night at the 
Academy of Medicine on card 
street. 

“If American civilization is to be 
saved the use some method of 
birth control is absolutely necessary,” 
Dr. Codper said. “Census statistics 
show that in the families of the in- 
telligensia, or biologically fit, the 
birth rate is approximately or 
less than three children a family, 
while in the families of the biological- 
ly unfit the rate is throe times as 
large per family.” 

Increase in Morons. 

Dr. Cooper said the increase in 
the number of morons and feeble- 
minded people in the United States 
is astounding. He said virtually all 
institutions to take care of this class 
of people are filled ta overflowing 
and that where there is one person 
in such an institution there are ten 
people outside who ought to be inside. 

“Isolation and sterilization are the 
two remedies which have been ad- 
vanced,” Dr. Cooper said. “Isola- 
tion is impracticable because of the 
expense and because of the social 
questions which would be raised. 
Sterilization is more popular and 17 
states of the union have adopted 
laws providing for the sterilization 
of feeble-minded people and others of 
that class.“

is not new in this country, Dr. Cooper 
said. He said the differential birth 
rate shows that the number of chil- 
dren per family decreases in direct 
proportion to the increase in educa- 
tien. 

The intelligensia or educated 
classes are barely reproducing them- 
selves, while the uneducated classes 
are reproducing at a rate of about 
three to one as compared to the edu- 
cated classes, he said. 

Other reasons for birth control, 
aside from the population increase, 
exist, according to Dr. Cooper. He 
said ‘there are 20,000 women who die 
every year from child birth and said 
this caused more deaths among wonien 
than any disease with the exception 
of tuberculosis. 

“More than one-half of these wom- 
en, or 31,000 a year, would live if 
they possessed the knowledge of con- 
truceptive methods,“ he said. 

Women’s Altered Status. 

The altered status of women is an- 
other reason for birth control, Dr. 
Cooper said. He aid women are 
thinking for themselves both individu- 
ally and collectively. He said they 
are entering colleges, are entering the 
professions and eugaging in business 
life. 
These women feel that motherhood 
ought not to occur as a matter of 
chance, but onght to come at a time 
when the mother is prepared to bring 
into the world a child which will be 
healthy in mind and body.
